THE WAE NEWS. 

.The news received yesterduy hy mail 
ima express is inteusoly intoieating. Tlio 
British fleet QBCoiulea tbo Dardanellfts ou 
the 13th inst., aiul in all humau iMobu- 
bility is now boforo Constautiuoplo. Tbo 
'DardaneUba or Hellespoufc is a narrow 
strait that divides Europo aud Asiatic 
Turkey and connects lUo ^Lgoau hoa witU 
tbe Sea of Marmora. It i.^, 40 milo3 in 
iGDRtli and from one to four miles in width. 
There are numorous forts and batteriOB on 
either shore, from which n ship passing

OQOTipy the iorts at tUat pomt, it ii;;- r>iii 
Las not anticipated tho nuivonient by oc- 
cupying them herself. After leaving tho 
Dardanelles the fleet will outer the Sea i>[ 
Marmora, which is about 170 miles long 
and 55 broad. Tbo Princes IslandB 
spoken of in the dispatches are situated 
just below the Straitof Constantinople ou 
the Bosphorus, ivuu are distani 15 miles 
from Constuntinoplo. It is supposed the 
fleet anchored near those islands on the 
night of the 13ih. The BosphoruH is 
about 17 miles long. Constantinople lies 
on either bank, aud tho Straits aie so 
narrow iu places that ou a line day per- 
•Bons may easily convoiso across thoin. 
The strategic importauco of C'oustunti- 
nople cannot be overestimated. Napoleon 
1. called it the key of the world— "Who- 
ever holds Oonstantinople holds the key 
of tbe world." remarked that great mili- 
tary genius. Tho Turkish Govoruraout 
contented itself willi entoriug a protest 
against the passiigeiof tho Dardanelles by 
the British Heet, and the Eussiaii 
Government notitied Great Britain 
that her u!!t had rendered tiio 
military occupation of Constantinople 
necessary. Both powers profess pacilic 
intentions; but the train being laid, 
is likely to bo fired at a moment's notice, 

and then . Austria — tho unready— 

is at last greatly excited bj' tho declara- 
tion of Russia of an intention to hold as 
much of the territory she has conquered 
as possible and by her refusal to submit 
certain important points to the couffr- 
enco. Tlie sen<ling a ili't't to C'onstai.ti- 
noi^lo shoiv^a detenuination on the part 
of Great Britain to have a hand in the 
peace negotiations. British statesmen 
are determined that peace shall not bd 
made by Bussia and her uew-fonnd ally 
without British interests being secured. 
Tho presence of the fleet at Constantiiio- 
ple will bo claimed as a violation of the 
Treaty of Paris; but as tliat bit of parch-' 
ment was reduced to ribbona long since 
by tho Czar, anotber tear or two will be 
scarcely worth mentioning. It is not sup- 
posed the fleet met with any obstacles 
in the Bosphorus. There are dark hints 
about laying of torpedoes and the nnuiii- 
ing of tbe T'nrliisli iroiicliul lh'(;f, by Kn.s- 
sian sailors; but wo still hope that the 
passage was peacefully accomplished. As 
to the ultimate result of ponding negotia- 
tions we entertain no doubt that war will 
ensue within a very short time. Fluslted 
withvictory Russia will not readily surren- 
der any advantage she has gained; and the 
point whore these advantages im|iiuge 
'British intircsts is tin; point sbe will bo 
least dispo.iod to yiohl.

PRIVATE lilLT.S. 

Mr. Walkorii rcportisl that the promo- 
ters of the Moody, N'ul.son A Co. and 
Derby dyking bills hud complied witli the 
reqnicemento of the rules of the House. 

On motioa the bills were then read a 
first time and referred . 

GSOLOCilCAI.. 

Mr. Boavoij moved whereas the Domiu 
ion of Gauadu is directly interested in tiie 
development of tlio mineral resources of 
British Coulumhi.t; and, whereas, a geo- 
logical survey of tlio miiu'ial lands in the 
Province would place important mformu 
tion in possession of Mio public, thereby 
directing attention to their vnluo, and 
tending to promote the development of 
the same; therefore bo it resolved, — That 
this House is of opinion that the Oovern- 
meut of the Uomiuiou of (,'auada be re- 
quested by this Crcveriiment to cause, at 
an early day, iv complete t-cientilio geolo- 
gical enivey of the Mineral Lauds in the 
Province bo made; and that the copies of 
the report, maps, and diagrams lie jiub- 
lished and distributed; and that our Pro- 
voincial Ueprcseiitativcs in the Seuate 
and House of Commons of Gaunada be 
also requested to use their influence to at- 
tain the same end. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Walkem and carried. 

Mr. Wttlkem uioved that His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor bo respectfully 
moved to cause all corrospondoueo with 
the Dominion Government, rospociing 
the Acts of last Session, to bo sent dovin to 
this Eonse as early as possible. Carried. 

TELEOHAJIS, 

Mr. Armstrong moveu for a return of 
all telegrams in connection with loan of 
£150,000, for which over one thousand 
dollars wns paid by Governinont. 

Mr. Smithe said it would be impossiida 
to comply with the resoltition if passed, 
because the telegrams werr between the 
monager of the bank m this city and the 
directors of tho bank in Ijniidou. The 
gist of the telegrams cqiild be found in the 
correspondence on tho loan, and the man- 
ager of tho bank remarked tlia'. it would 
be just as reasonable for the House to apk 
to inspect his private accotints. 

Mr. Armstrong replied that it was an- 
other iustani.'o of tho incom])otenoy of the 
Government, who had evidently bien 
obliged to employ the hank to transact 
their business. A doleg ito should have 
been sent to England, and tho expense uf 
floating the loan would then have bi on 
much lighter. Unless the House odvis-od 
the withdrawal of the resolution ho would 
press it. 

Mr. Fisher said the ronntry Inul uhoudy 
had two delegates to I'luKland withoutany 
beneficial result and he was snr(> that an- 
other mission to Enland on tho lomi busi- 
ness would have proved much mora ox- 
pensive than the course pursued by the 
Government. There was nothing to be 
gained by poRsiug tho resolution and ho 
hoped it would bo withdrawn. 

Hon. Mr. Kliiott saia tho (jovernnient 
bad not refused to send down the rclnni. 
The country had had an unsatisfactory 
exporienco of delegates, and in one in- 
stance tho late Jliuister of .Finance had 
paid a delegate .'irGOO for walking across 
James Bay to borrow 8150,000. (Tjriughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Hmitho said that if tho Ciov- 
ernment bad sent telegrams direct to tho 
directors of the bank in London, instead 
of through the manager here, tho expense 
would havo been much great* r. Tho bauk 
UHod !i cipher method of telegraphing 
whieh of eourso cll'eetcd a saving. Tho 
House already liad the subatunce of the 
telegrams la "the eoirrspondeiico on tho 
loan. Ho would, however, do his best to 
procure copies of the original from the 
bank manager. 

Tho resolution then ]>assod. 
Hon. Mr. Elliott i)laced bor(ne tlie 
House corresjiondeneo betweon tho Local 
and Dominion Govoruiuent on the Acts of 
last session; also the fourth annual report 
of the Minister of Mines. 

DBY SOCK. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott, seconded by "Hon. 
Mr. Vornon, niovd tho following rocolu- 
tiou: Wheroas, oil the 1st of Oct., 1H77, 
Itear-Admiral A. F, 11. Uidlorsey, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of Her Jliijesty's Paeilii? 
Hquiulroii, cummnnieated with llis lloiur 
tho Liout.-Qovornor, with tho efleet of as- 
corlainiug wUethor in tho event of the 
Imperial Government ontertainin(r tho 
nllernutivi) proposition suhmitteil liy the 
Proviueial Govoriimcnt's I^Iinister, '.Ust 
. July last, viz.: That tho Imperial Govoru- 
jjH ment should tako over tho dock and com- 
plete it as an Imjierial work, tho Provinco 
would contribute tho site and work al- 
ready done, together with tho plant and 
material now on hand, as a gift, ho that 



tho dock and its site would bocomo Ad- 
miralty property. And whereas on tho 
Sih of Oct. last. His Honor auswerod that 
the Govornmont of the Province were not 
prepared to tako upon themselves tho 
responsibility of disposing of so largo nu 
amount of Provincial capital withoui.lirst 
consulting tho Legislature, but tf>at ihey 
would engage to recommend to Parlia- 
ment a gift of tho silo, ote., on tho con- 
dition that merchant vessels shall he per- 
mitted to be docked on p;iyinent of ox- 
pousos, whouever the ships of Her Ma- 
jesty's squadron do not re({iiiro its use. 
Beit therefore resolved, that in view of 
the desirableness of ensuring tho comple- 
tion of tho Esquimult (Graving Dock 
without further cost to tho Provinco, thi.s 
House is of opinion that it is advisable in 
.the event ol the Imperial Governineut 
agreeing to complote tho dock as an Im- 
pei'ial work, to grant to the Admiralty 
the site, plant and material on hand, nnd 
work already done, subject to the condi- 
tion that merchant vessels shall bo per- 
mitted to bo docked oil payment of o.k- 
penses whenever tho ships of Ilor Ma 
jesty's navy do not requiro its use, und 
that a respectful address ho presented to 
His Honor, tho Lieut. -Governor, praying 
that ho will he pleased to inform Her Ma- 
jesty's Principal Secretary of Stnto for 
tho Colonies of tho (jetermiuatioii of Ihis 
Hotiso upon tli(! subject. 

Mr. Walkem apj)i'oved of the resolu- 
tion and was glad he could for once sup- 
port tho (Jovorument. Be would .suggest 
that after the word "complete" the words 
"within a reasonable period" bo inseiteil 
so that the Imperial Government would 
not expect 100 years to finish the work 

Hon.. Mr. Elliott aocei)tod the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. FisUer Im was u iiwillinL'. in 

the event of tho Inqjerial GoveriiLient 
declining Iho oiler, that tho Provinc(! 
should relinqiiisli the undertaking. He 
feared tho homo government, in this limi! 
of war, would bq unable to attend to the 
niiiltor, but ho hoped the House would 
decide what term wns conpidcred a rea- 
sonable time for tho Ciovernnient to cimi- 
ploto the con.struetioii of the dry dock. 

Mr. Humphreys .«aitl ho had always 
been of opinion that tho Province eouhl 
not bear tho expouso of eonstrneting the 
dry dock. Ho was glad to be iiblo to con- 
gratulate tho (ioverniiieut on Jiaviiig 
struck a lucid interval, and gave tho reso- 
lution his hearty support. 

Mr. Smith said it was pioiiosteious to 
suppose that tho Provinco couUl liuild 
tho dook at its own evpcnso Tt w:i-i n 
wise part of tho policy ol tho Local Gov- 
ernment to make this offer to tho home 
j.;overnment. Ho quite approved of giv- 
ing tho plant, site and cement, which lat- 
ter was like rotten ep-gs, of no valuit at 
all. He had appealed to the late tioveni- 
mont with tears in his eyes, begging 
them not to purchase the cement, hut no ! 
they wouldn't tako his advice, they went 
t ) Loudon and jiuid for what h id i)roYod 
of no value to thom. (Hear.) 

Mr. Tolmie suggested that tho words 
"without loss of time" he siilistituted for 
tho term "reasonable period," He thought 
the time had arrived wheu tho House 
should speak clearly, and felt assured 
thot the Imperial Govornmon. would dis- 
cern that ic was their duty and to tin ir 
interests to build the duck. 

Mr. Evans said Cariboo was oppn-.od to 
involving tho Province for dry dock pur- 
poses, and although lie thought it rather 
too much to ask the Province to give the 
Imperial Government property that had 
cost $200,000, he supposed the resolu- 
tion would pass. 

Mr. Fiahor expressed his belief that if 
the Provinco L'oiuplet'jd tho dock it would 
eventaally be taken over by the Imperial 
Governineut at a good ligiuu. He hoped 
that in the ovont of the Imperial Govern- 
ment declining the offer of the Province 
the House would seo tho necessity of 
comi)lotiug the work as a Pru\incial 
undertaking. 
Tho resolution as amended then passed. 

llOVf E SOUND TRAIL. 

Mr. W. Brown moved that a Select 
Committee bo appointed to enquire into 
the manner in whi<di the' Hdwo Sound 
Trail has been managed during tho years 
187G and 1877. Said Committee to consist 
of the following meinl)ers: — !Mesars, K. 
Brown, liuaveii, I'inibuiy, ^lorri^oi;, and 
the mover. 

Tho mover .said the trail had not bo(-n 
built according t(j survey. Tho Chn:f 
Commissioner ha<l declined to fnruish 
papers which ho wauled toexamine on tho 
grounds that it would give him an ad van 
tage in the event of his desiriug to tender 
far the work. Ho had been informed that 
the trail was a failure and Iun olij''i't i[i 
calling for llie return was lo sc(» whether 
a member had :i ri;;lit to exa'iiiiie all pub- 
lie doriimciils or not. 

Mr. Morrison t-aid the time had arrived 
for a searching investigation. If atything 
was wroi>g let it be put a stop to, and if 
not let the absurd talk about tho tndl be 
ouee and forever dropped. He siiggestecl 
that tho resolution be aiuondi d so as to 
embrace a period irom eoinmeneeiuent of 
construction. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said tho work had 
been carried out in the same way as uny 
ofhei- piiblii work in the riovincfi, Witli 
le^'ard to tlio statement made by Mr. 
Brown he b.'ggi cl to s ly that it u■a^ alt >- 
g('ther unusual lOyshow anybody tliC' I'Mi- 
mtdv made by the Ciovernnn-nt Hu^iiiorr 
for a piece of work, but he (^^Ir. \'.) had 
never refused Iho perusal of specitications 
or coiitrai^ts. The work had been executed 
in the only practical manner possible. 
(Hear, ) 

Mr. Hiimiilireys said he hopiid thi! 
Chief Commis.sionor would not ho per- 
mitted by tho House to insult any lion, 
member, (Laughter). That ofHcor should 
bear in mind that ho was no more trust 
worthy or responsible than any other 
gentleman in the Hoit>:o. 

Hon. Mr. Yernon said ii distinction 
must bo drawn lielweeu a re(£iiesl of an 
individual iiieiiibi-r and an order of the 
House. It the rcs<dut'ion was passed its 
provi-iion.s would of course be complied 
with. (Hoar, hear). 

Mr. Fisher said that access shunld not 
be' had to the private eHtimato for any 
])ublic work bofore tenders wore put in. 
Ho never, as yet, had boeii refiiseil any 
rei.Honablo information from tho Lands 
and Works Department. (Hear, hear) . 
The resolution passed. 

fEDintAT, HKnA'IlO.NS. 

Mr. Tolmie moved: That a respectful 
Address be presented to Hid Honor, tho 
Lioutpnant-Governor, requesting His 
Honor to cause tho Dominion Govern- 
ment to ho informoil of the earnest wish 
ol tho MeinberH of the Le^'islative' As- 
sembly of British Columbia, for tho es- 
tablishment of well-deliuoil und just fed- 
eral relaiiouB between the United King- 
dom of Great Biitain ond Ireland of the 
one, and British' North Amerioaof the 
oth«r part. 



Tho lion, mover, after reading his mo- 
tion to tho House, said ho hud ouly made 
ouo verbal alteration in it, considering it 
just in fitting form to induce at Ottawa on 
tho part of the many friends there of 
Federation of the Empire, some action 
during the current sessioa of the Domin- 
ion Parliament. It was fit and proper 
that this isolated, defenceless, and ho 
would say, for the past year, neglected 
Province iu regai'd to defences, should 
be the lirst to take legislative action on 
tho groal. subject of consolichition of tho 
Em])iro. It was also in the uatural order 
of things that Canada, the oldest and most 
populous of England's great ccloaios, 
by very much also tho nearest to tho 
mothorlauil, should bo tho first to move 
for just federal relations with the parent 
State. Canadians, ho gathered from news- 
papers and reviews and from the public 
statement of the Hon. A. Maokenzie, at 
Dundee, Scotland, in 1876, were ready, 
in view of the vast benefits tbence to ensue 
to all concerned, to bear their fair shnro 
of liuaucial responsibility consequent on 
Cauuthi's closer counectiou with tho glo- 
rious British Isles. 

Tho great change he did not suppose 
would come aboitt in a year or iu two 
years, perhaps, but no one could sny how 
soon it would be seriously dealt with, if 
only the Dominion Legislature would 
tako tho matter up iluriiig its current ses- 
sion.

Sho is not a very form- 
idable looking ship, lu class she would 
rank with the Albatross. She will leave 
boro as soon as jiossiblefor Sitka, whence 
she will proceed on a surveying expedi- 
tion to Okotosh eea.

The 
actual output of coal was 151,052 ton^;, of 
which 24,311 tons wore sold for home 
oouBumption, and 115, r81 tons for expor- 
tation Notwithstanding the continued 
depteaaion of the ooal market in Ban 
Francisoo, the total yield exceeded tho 
output of 1876 by nearly 15,00« tons.
